S t Louis, July 4.—“Bread” 
is 
tfoe real issu? of the coming elec­ 
tion, rather than “beer”, declar­ 
ed Rev. Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, at the 
Second Baptist 
Church, 
Kings- 
highway and Washington 
boule­ 
vard, yesterday morning, in a ser­ 
mon on “Majorities and 
Minori­ 
ties”. 
“I know nothing more pa­ 
thetic” said Dr. Holt, “than a man 
in a procession marching for beer, 
when w hat he needs and his fam ­ 
ily needs, is bread. 
“The tragic issue before us 
is 
«lot to return beer or to 
banish 
beer, but it is this: 
Are we go­ 
ing to be able to stabilize 
our 
economic condition so as to provide 
bread? The people of this country 
m ust realize that they alone, not 
the political leaders, can solve the 
economic problem,” Dr. Holt said 
th at a new unselfishness must act­ 
uate business and government, if 
a way is to be found out of the 
present 
situation of 
unemploy­ 
m ent and want. 
Dr. Holt based his sermon 
on 
the Old Testament 
story of 
the 
Chidren of Israel marching from 
Egypt into Canaan, 
when 
they 
sent a commission of twelve men, 
one from each tribe, as spies into 
the unknown land, to find out 
if 
ft was as had been promised and 
if it would be possible for them 
to take this land. 
He told of the 
great desirability of Canaan, but 
ten, a majority, who agreed on the 
who declared “giants” lived there, 
and the land could not be taken ex­ 
cept by the sacrifice of their lives. 
Caleb and Joshua, however, a min­ 
ority outnumbered five 
to 
one, 
urged that Israel was well able to 
capture this land 
“flowing 
with 
milk and ¡honey”, despite all oppo­ 
sition from the m ighty Canaun- 
ites. 
The speaker compared this story 
with views of the present time, in 
which majorities are not 
always 
right. 
He suggested, in imagina­ 
tion, the sending out, a t the pres­ 
ent time, of a group of observers 
to tell what promise lies for this 
generation in the future. 
“I sup­ 
pose”, he said, “the vast m ajority 
would come back, reporting only 
th at they saw millions of men and 
women out of work, that they saw 
bread lines and an economic crisis. 
And yet there might be a minority 
which would say: 
“There are 52,- 
000,000 savings deposits 
in 
the 
United States of America—an av­ 
erage of two to every family in the 
land, am ounting to $29,000,000,000 
—$1,300,000,000 more than 
there 
was in 1929; when a few 
months 
ago the government issued $450,- 
000,000 in certificates, 
the 
issue 
was subscribed four times over”. 
Such savings have 
never 
been 
known in the history of this coun­ 
try. 
Such savings were not known 
in the height of our prosperity 
in 
44)29. 
Last year $16,500,000 000 
life 
insurance was written, an amount 
never known before in this coun­ 
try. 
There are 25,000,000 
auto­ 
mobiles in the United States, one 
for each family; there are 16,000,- 
000 radios in the United States, 
one for every two families; there 
are 4,000,000 electric refrigerators 
in the United States, one for every 
six families, 
and

bought in the years of depression 
since 19C9.

railroad* are concerned, and strange to say. the subject

Much has been written on the subject for and against trucks, favorable 
and unfavorable to the railroads.

We sincerely believe that the railroads are barking up the wrong 
tree. 
Their one big argument against trucks, namely that the bai 
a nee of tax payments in Nation, State, County and Township is in fa­ 
vor of the railroads, is pertinent. 
We cannot recall, however, 
any 
article written for a railroad magazine, or by a newspaper- which call­ 
ed 
attention to the one reason for patronizing trucks. Service. 
Our experience 
with shippers and shipping agents is more or less 
limited to our own business.

DR. HOLT 
DECLARES 
Newspaper Mu BoMs Political Fences at Chicago 


S t Lou«, July 4.—“Bread” 
is 
the real issu? of the cominj? elec­ 
tion, rather than “beer”, declar­ 
ed Rev. Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, at the 
Second Baptist 
Church, 
KLngs- 
highway and Washington 
boule­ 
vard, yesterday morning, in a ser­ 
mon on “Majorities and 
Minori­ 
ties”. 
“I know nothing more pa­ 
thetic” said Dr. Holt, “than a man 
In a procession marching for beer, 
wrhen what he needs and his fam ­ 
ily needs, is bread. 
‘T h e tragic issue before us 
is 
not to return beer or to 
banish 
beer, but it is this: 
Are we go­ 
ing to be able to stabilize 
our 
economic condition so as to provide 
bread? 
The people of this country 
m ust realize that they alone, not 
the political leaders, can solve the 
economic problem,” Dr. Holt said 
that a new unselfishness must act­ 
uate business and government, if 
a way is to be found out of the 
present 
situation of 
unemploy­ 
ment and want. 
Dr. Holt based his sermon 
on 
the Old Testament 
story of 
the 
Chidren of Israel marching from 
E gypt into Canaan, 
when 
they 
•ent a commission of twelve men, 
one from each tribe, as spies into 
the unknown land, to find out 
if 
it was as had been promised and 
if it would be possible for them 
to take this land. 
He told of 
the 
great desirability of Canaan, but 
ten, a majority, who agreed on the 
who declared “giants” lived there, 
and the land could not be taken ex­ 
cept by the sacrifice of their lives. 
Caleb and Joshua, however, a min­ 
ority outnumbered five 
to 
one, 
urged that Israel was well able to 
capture this land 
“flowing 
with 
milk and honey”, despite all oppo­ 
sition from the mighty Canaun- 
ites. 
The speaker compared this story 
with views of the present time, in 
which majorities are not 
always 
right. 
He suggested, in im agina­ 
tion, the sending out, at the pres­ 
ent time, of a group of observers 
to tell what promise lies for this 
generation in the future. 
“I sup­ 
pose”, he said, "the vast majority 
would come back, reporting only 
that they saw millions of men and 
women out of work, that they saw 
bread lines and an economic crisis. 
And yet there might be a minority 
which would say: 
“There are 52,- 
000,000 savings deposits 
in 
the 
United States of America—an av­ 
erage of two to every family in the 
land, am ounting to $20,000,000,000 
—$1,300,000,000 more than 
there 
was in 1929; when a few 
months 
ago the government issued $450,- 
000,000 in certificates, 
the 
issue 
was subscribed four times over”. 
Such savings have 
never 
been 
known in the history of this coun­ 
try. 
Such savings were not known 
in the height of our prosperity 
in 
4929. 
Last year $10,500,000 000 
life 
insurance was written, an am ount 
never known before in this coun­ 
try. 
There are 25,000,000 
auto­ 
mobiles in the United States, one 
for each family; there are 16,000,- 
000 tadios in the United States, 
one for every two families; there 
•r e 4,000,000 electric refrigerators 
in the United States, one for every 
six families, 
and 
all 
practically 
bought in the years of depression 
aince 19C9. 
E ighty-eight per cent 
of the homes of this country have 
electric lights. It may surprise you 
to know that during this last year 
of the depression, 1931, we bought 
1,500,000,000 pounds of candy, the 
highest record ever known in 
the 
United States. 
“ In the days 
when 
politicians 
are going to be 
talking 
to 
us 
about the distressing situation in 
our country, we need ft> rem em ­ 
ber, do we not? th a t there is an­ 
other side, and that all have 
not 
reported when we received 
the 
m ajority report. 
“ I am no, so much interested in
